The Third Assistant Postmaster General 
has made the following ruling: When a 
registered letter envelope is forwarded 
from a post-office unsealed, if a depredation 
is committed on such unsealed package.and 
the depredation can not be directly traced 
to the parties committing it, the mailing 
Fftstmaster will be held responsible for the 
loss, because of his neglect of duty.

Mrs. Emma C. D. Nickerson has filed a 
petition in the Washington courts for di- 
vorce from Major Azar H. Nickerson. The 
petition, among other things, charges the 
defendant with adultery with Tena Diller 
Carter (the woman to whom Major Nicker- 
son was married after his divorce was 
obtained). A bill in equity has also been 
filed, asking that the conveyance of proper- 
ty by Major Nickerson to Tena Diller Car- 
ter be set aside. Her petition also tells how 
the Major deceived her while she was in 
Europe, and induced her to sign away her 
dower-rights in property, worth about $14,- 
000, promising her that he wished to buy a 
residence for his wife and child with the 
proceeds. He then put the money in the 
hands of a trustee for the second Mrs. Nick- 
erson before he married her.

An account 
book was found which covered a period ex- 
tending from May, 1876, to July, 1881, and 
contained the names and addresses of 
about 200 females, with amounts for serv- 
ices written on the margin.

Railways have been 
planned between the Jordan and the 
coast, and the sole consideration has 
been whether they would pay dividends 
on the cost of construction. In like 
ner this new project for construct- 
in inter-oceanic canal through the 
Holy Land and the region beyond the 
Dead Sea is regarded in England only 
its practical aspects of utility and 
availability as a water-way to India. 

As the details of the scheme are re 
cited in the Times (London), the pro- 
posed canal is to unite the Mediterranean 
and the Gulf of Akabah, the eastern 
arm of the upper waters of the Red Sea. 
A great trench is to be hollowed out 
from Haifa, in the Bay of Acre, through 
the plain of Asdraelon to the valley of 
the Jordan, tapping the Lake of Gali- 
lee. The course of the river will bo 
diverted lower down for the sake of 
converting Jericho and Jerusalem, and 
possibly Bethlehem as well, into salt- 
water ports, or half-way houses on the 
canal. Beyond the Dead Sea lies a 
desolate region seldom traversed by 
European travelers, through which a 
canal will have to be cut to the Gulf of 
Akabah. It is a sandy valley, which 
was once tBe bed of a sea, but now 
abounds in scorpions and serpents — an 
uninhabitable desert waste. The entire 
water route from sea to sea, including 
Lot's great salt marsh, or bitter 
lake, will measure two hundred 
miles, an.d varying in width 
from two hundred feet to ten miles, will 
float vessels of the largest size from the 
Mediterranean to the Red Sea. While 
the projectors refer casually to the 
prophecy of Ezekiel that there is to be a 
broad sea in the heart of the desert and 
that "the fishers shall stand upon it 
from Engedi even unto Eneglaim," 
sacred associations have little to do 
with their scheme of an inter-oceanic 
canal through Palestine. Thev talk 
lightly of draining the Lake of Galilee, 
changing the course of the Jordan, in- 
creasing the business facilities of Jeru- 
salem, and steaming through the Dead 
Sea. They are prepared to pay §5,000,- 
000 as recompense to the natives whose 
property may be injured by the sub- 
merging three hundred square miles of 
the Holy Land. As for the losses in re- 
ligious veneration and sacred feeling, 
they roughly estimate that these would 
be amply compensated for in the revival 

It is not probable that the present 
generation will witness the consumma- 
tion of this scheme. Even if M. de 
Lesseps does not enlarge the Suez Can- 
al. British ship-owners and capitalists 
will not favor a water route of two hun- 
dred miles through Palestine when an- 
other only half as long can be found on 
the isthmus. Nevertheless a company 
has been formed, with the Duke of Marl- 
borough as chairman, to raise sufficient 
capital to enable a body of engineers to 
survey the Jordan valley, take sound- 
ings in the Dead Sea, and explore the 
desert as far as Akabah. The last sec- 
tion of the route is the one which offers 
the most formidable engineering diffi- 
culties, and this will be the first to be 
surveyed. If the engineers' reports are 
favorable, negotiations with the Porte 
for the exclusive right of way will be in 
order, unless the imaginations of the 
projectors are caught by some other 
glittering scheme. A suggestion for an 
inclined railway to the crest of Mount 
Sinai may divert them from any seri 
endeavors to convert Jerusalem : 
a seaport and Bethlehem into a stin 
places of business.

—A veterinary authority says the 
great majority of ringbones in young 
horses come from the failure to shorten 
their toes.

Fashions in Writing. 

To introduce a note with "compli- 
ments" is to be avoided. A cramped 
style, and a small Italian handwriting, 
are no longer in vogue. The prevail- 
ing style of writing is bold and free; the 
characters very upright, and tall top- 
pling "IV and long-tailed "gV have 
quite disappeared from letters in gen- 
eral; a free use of capitals is also in- 
dulged in, which gives a dash of origi- 
nality and spirit to a letter when not 
overdone. Many gentlemen and a few 
ladies affect a literary style of letter 
writing— that is to say, a margin is left 
from three quarters to an inch on the 
near side of the sheet of paper, which 
gives rather an imposing look to it; but 
this is only done when the letter is al- 
most a note in the matter of length. A 
strictly business habit, adopted for the 
convenience of being copied by letter- 
press, by no means a fashionable one, is 
to write on the first and third pages of a 
sheet of note paper, leaving the second 
and fourth pages blank, or to write on 
the first and fourth pages, leaving the 
other two unwritten upon. It used to 
be an idea that to underline words in a 
letter was "missish" in the extreme, 
and rather bad style than not, but now 
if a writer wishes to be emphatic, or to 
call particular attention to any remark, 
an additional stroke of the pen is not 
objected to; but it is a liberty not to be 
taken when writing to those with whom 
one is on ceremony. Another practice 
of the past, which "is now happily dis- 
carded, is that of crossing letters. 

Many people experience a certain dif- 
ficulty in the choice of a conventional 
term "with which to conclude a cere- 
monious letter, and it must be admitted 
that there is not much variety at com- 
mand, "yours truly," "yours sincerely," 
"yours faithfully," with addition, per- 
haps, of the adverb, "very," being the 
principal formulas in use; and it is on 
the whole immaterial whether "truly" 
or "sincerely" is employed when writ- 
ing to friends. The affectionate ex- 
pressions addressed to still dearer 
friends and relations are beside the 
question, and yet many devoted hus- 
bands make use of the words "yours 
truly" when writing to their wives, in 
preference to any more affectionate 
phrase. By way of not concluding a 
letter too abruptly some persons con- 
trive, before the "words "yours truly," 
to add some such phrases as these: 
"Believe me, dear Mrs. Jones;" or "I 
remain, dear Mrs. Jones;" or, "Believe 
me, dear, Mrs. Jones, with kind re 
gards." Revivals of Queen Anne fash- 
ions are the order of the day, but we 
have seen no one accusing himself of 
writing a stupid letter, a dull letter, or 
an uninteresting letter, nor laying the 
blame of bad writing on pens, ink, and 
paper. A postscript was formerly sup- 
posed to convey the pith or gist of a 
lady's Istter; it" is now considered a vul- 
garism to put P. S. at the bottom of a 
letter containing the few last words; if 
something is remembered when the let- 
ter is concluded that should have been 
said, it is added without apology.— 
Home Journal.

is, however, excellent work, _. 
meaning of which is only hidden by 
conventional exaggeration. Music is 
capable of misuse, as poetry is; but the 
gain from the study of music is great, 
and more especially the gain to the 
overworked sections of the people. The 
power of acquiring musical skill seems 
independent of situation in life, and 
even of mental capacity, for though 
great composers have been usually as 
intellectually gifted as poets, that has 
not always been the case with great 
singers or ins'trumentalists; while the 
faculty of musical apprehension is, ap- 
parently, the most culturahle of all, 
more culturable than the power of criti- 
cism, and the man who succeeds even a 
little in the study gains much of happi- 
ness. He has not only obtained some- 
thing of the creative faculty, like a poet 
or a painter, but he has founc" 
the best of earthly weapons _ 0 . 
trouble, a secondary occupation which 
interests and absorbs like work, yet is 
not work. Englishmen, possibly be- 
cause of the strenuousness with which 
they labor, and the respect, perhaps 
the undue respect, with which they re- 
gard toil — at least, we do not find that 
the admirable industry of the China- 
man makes him a specially 
lofty being — are singularly deficient 
in secondary occupations. They take 
them if they come, but they do not seek 
them as distinct helps in the art of liv- 
ing. A few draw, a few paint, a few 
grow flowers, a few betake themselves 

amontr the working classes that those 
who do it are pointed out as remarkable, 
and in the middle class the proportion 
is much higher. The man in commerce 
or in a profession who can do some- 
thing else, do it heartily and not per- 
functorily, is far happier than his neigh- 
bor, so much so as to be an object of 
avowed envy amnn» his acquaintances; 
yet the number of those who can do it 
is comparatively few, and the complaint 
of tedious evenings is one with which 
thousands sympathize. Englishmen do 
not go out so readily as Continentals; 
they do not, except in rare case%, enjoy 
conversation so much — in this respect 
workmen are far better off than their 
Bocial superiors — and they are conscious- 
ly dull; yet, unless drawn by some pro- 
nounced and, in its way, irresistible 
taste, they rarely strive to give them- 
selves a secondary occupation. If they 
can read, they are safe, imperfect as 
the English system of distributing 
books is, but the literacy class would be 
astonished if they knew to how few 
reading is at once a secondary occupa- 
tion and a recreation. The majority 
feel time a burden, with no true relief 
but sleep, a state of affairs all the more 
noteworthy because this majority not 
only works, but enjoys work. Any 
secondaiy occupation which could in- 
terest them would add directly to the 
pleasure of life, and to those who can 
appreciate it, or are even without the 
dislike of it which in many natures is- 
almost unintelligibly strong, there is no 
such occupation quite equal to music. — 
London Spectator. 

Mr. Holland's Little Demon. 

Since September, 1882, a sign has 
been displayed on the door of an upper 
room in Thomas Gannon's brass 
foundry, Jersey City T . It read: "Posi- 
tively no Admittance. This Means 
You." Within the room workmen were 
building a working model of a sub- 
marine torpedo boat invented by John 
Philip Holland. On account of its 
small size not more than two men could 
work on it at once, and they dragged 
along until last week, when it was com- 
pleted. 

Yesterday the door was opened and a 
Sun reporter watched half a dozen men 
launching the new vessel out of the 
front window and down a pair of skids 
to a wagon waiting in the street below. 
The new craft is what is commonly but 
untruthfully called cigar-shaped. It is 
the exact shape of the double-cone tish- 
line bobs. It is 16 feet 9 inches long 
and 29 inches in diameter. The shell 
contains six strakes of boiler iron, the 
upper strakes being three-sixteenths of 
an inch thick and the bottom strakes 
one quarter of an inch. It is stiffened 
with six rings of T iron. Under both 
the bow and the stern are keels four 
and a half feet long, the one under the 
bow being made of lead and weighing 
218 pounds. The rudder is hung to the 
stern keel. On each side of the rudder 
is a horizontal rudder or fin, that works 
on the principle of a balance 
rudder. The two work together. When 
the forward ends of these rudders are 
raised while the vessel goes through 
the water they naturally elevate the 
stern of the vessel 
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they are held in that position and 
the empty compartments made for the 
purpose are tilled with water, the vessel 
will remain below the surface. For the 
present the new boat will be propelled 
by a wheel 18 inches in diameter, with 
24 inches pitch. The wheel will be 
turned by a treadle until Mr. Holland 
completes a new chemical engine. 

On the top of the vessel, one-third of 
the way forward, is hinged a circular 
dome of cast iron. A ring of rubber 
makes an air-tight joint when the dome 
is secured. There are nine skylights in 
the dome, eachaboutone bv two inches. 
A small iron trough runs forward from 
the dome over the middle third of the 
vessels length. It contains an iron pipe, 
and is a part of the apparatus for hand- 
ling the torpedo. The displacement of 



ideas not utilized in the one made at the 
Delamater Iron Works in 1881. Just 
what these improvements are Mr. Hol- 
land declines to say, because they have 
not yet been patented, but they include 
methods for handling torpedoes and 
supplying fresh air to those within. 
With the treadle power Mr. Holland 
says he can reach a speed of from three 
to four knots an hour. When the new 
engine is in place he thinks the speed 
for very short distances will be as high 
a« ten knots. 

This is Mr. Holland's third working 
model. The first was completed in 
»878. Speaking of it and his work on 
the others he said: "The first one 



was successful, although the engines 
did not work. It demonstrated 
that a submarine vessel could 
be handled. We worked it by 
taking steam through a hose from 
a steam launch. The next one I g'it 
from the Delamater Works, April 19, 
1881. I took it to the docks of iflir 
Vanderbilt Morris at Fort Hami.Un. 
where I kept it ten months. He vtt- 
nessed my experiments with it. I have 
traveled all over the lower bay beneath 
the water. We ran her into mud banks 
at full speed; she always rebounded. 
We were fifty feet below the surface at 
times. I have been down under water 
as long as two and a half hours. That 
is much longer than would be necessary 
in warfare. Half an hour or fifteen 
minutes would enable one to travel the 
necessary distance to fix a lorpedc 
vessel's keel. We demonstrated that 
this could be done by actual experi- 
ment. The papers had a good laugh 
over what they thought was a failure. I 
was an Irishman and kept my secrets to 
myself. That was conclusive uvidence 
of Fenianism. It was at once decided 
that I was building a boat to 
servant girls to contribute to th« skir- 
mishing fund. The fact is, I do not be- 
long to any society, and do 
do so; I have gone into this 
principles. When my exp< 
complete and the value of certain ideas 
is determined, I will be looking for cap- 
italists to form a stock company to build 
these vessels." 

"Have you ever had an/ accidents 
nnder water?" 

"My engineer, George M. Richards, 
did. He made a dive under 
the dock as he was putting c 
river. He left the manhole open, and, 
of course, she filled. The men on the 
tug picked him up as he floated out. 
He was unconscious for ten minutes. 
When these vessels are properly secured 
before starting there is no danger, be- 
cause a man must attend to bu.-'iness to 
keep them down. If his hand slips or 
he forgets himself for a minute the boat 
will ripe to the surface." 

The new boat was taken to Pamrapo, 
where the old one is. The experiment* 
will be mjde at Pat McGeihan's ship- 
yard. lr
